The American-controlled police 
radio, easential in case of disorders and rioting, is now practically 
ineffective.

Exanples are as follows: 
Distrupion of food distritution services. 


Unilateral Soviet order insisting that transportation services in tho 
Nestern Sectors are to accept East Zone money only 


Order forbidding policemen on duty with police headcuarters to carry 
western money, etc.
